Dear Doctor Green: 


In connection with the denial of my application for staff privi- 
leges, I take note of the apparent concern over legal liability 

of admitting patients for me. I hope that we can resolve this 
problem in a mutually satisfactory manner. I will research the 
question to see how it is being treated where podiatrists are 
presently serving on medical staffs. I, therefore, request a 
hearing as soon as possible to discuss the problem. In this 
regard, may I submit that basic standards of due process and fair 
play - as well as the Accreditation Manual for Hospitals - require 
such a hearing. In Standard VIII, it states, in relevant part, as 
follows: 


"Because the governing body has the authority and the 
responsibility for appointing members of the medical 
staff, its bylaws must establish a procedure for pro- 


cessing and evaluating the applications for medical 7 
staff membership and for the granting of clinical ho 
privileges." our 
"No applicant shall be denied medical staff membership É fav’ 
and/or clinical privileges on the basis of sex, race, y RG 
creed, color, or national origin, or on the basis of any -K 


other criterion lacking professional justification." 


",..the governing body must require that the medical 
staff bylaws include a mechanism for review of decisions, 
including the right to be heard at each step of the pro- 
cess, when requested by the practitioner. The final 
decision must be rendered by the governing body, within 

a fixed period of time."
